SELECTMEN'S  NARRATIVE 
2002 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  unresolved  issues  the  water  and  road  project 
will  conclude  sometime  this  spring  or  summer.  Although  there  were 
numerous  complaints  concerning  new  meters,  old  meters,  readings, 
installations,  billings,  and  the  return  of  residents  property  to  its  original 
condition,  for  a  project  of  this  magnitude,  taking  everything  into 
consideration,  new  roads,  sidewalks,  curbing,  our  town  now  has  a  uniform 
and  clean  visual  appearance  that  has  been  lacking  for  years.  The  town 
looks  great! 

The  sewer  revenue  is  poor  to  say  the  least.  This  has  been  an  ongoing 
problem  for  years.  With  the  completion  of  our  water  main  replacement  our 
distribution  system  has  become  more  stable  resulting  in  lower  than 
anticipated  water  use.  This,  coupled  with  improved  conservation  by  water 
users,  the  production  loss  by  the  Pilgrim  Foods  fire  and  rising  treatment 
costs  associated  with  tighter  state  permitting  has  severely  impacted  the 
plants  cash  flow.  The  revenues  received  are  insufficient  to  maintain  and 
operate  the  treatment  plant.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  diligently  working 
to  resolve  this  issue  and  anticipates  implementation  of  a  resolution  early  in 
2003. 

We  have  contracted  with  AVITAR,  pending  approval  at  town  meeting,  to 
meet  state  mandated  assessment  certification.  This  is  a  state  wide 
program  geared  towards  ensuring  fair  taxation  for  adequate  education 
funding  based  on  real  market  values  for  properties  in  all  cities  and  towns. 
This  certification  of  each  community  assessing  practices  will  occur  on  a 
five-year  cycle  with  groups  of  communities  having  different  compliance 
years.  Greenville  is  in  the  group  the  needs  to  meet  these  guidelines  in 
2003.    Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  opted  to  minimize  initial  costs  by 
following  a  four  year  cycle  where  we  will  assess  25%  of  all  properties  each 
year  with  full  assessing  being  completed  by  the  end  of  year  four.  This 
cycle  will  continue  ensuring  our  assessment  data  stays  current. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  consistently  worked  towards  improving  the 
efficiency  of  our  town  government  and  services.  Our  main  objective  has 
been  to  improve  the  services  you  receive  while  remaining  conscientious  of 
the  tax  burden  realized  by  each  property  owner.    In  working  towards 
achieving  this  objective  we  have  implemented  spending  control  through 
enforcement  of  spending  limits,  creation  of  a  purchase  order  system  and 
the  sharing  of  department  resources.    We  have  also  reviewed  the  towns 
staffing  status  and  have  improved  its  operation  by  the  addition  of  skilled 
office  personnel  and  the  reduction  of  department  head  count  to  costs 
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consistent  with  the  needs  of  the  taxpayer.    The  Board  of  Selectmen  will 
continue  to  make  cost  effective  decisions  that  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
people  of  this  community  and  for  the  town  itself.  We  thank  you  for  letting 
us  sen/e  you  and  hope  you  will  continue  to  be  patient  as  we  continue  to 
make  Greenville  a  better  community  for  you  to  live  in. 

As  a  final  note  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  recognize  the  efforts  of 
all  groups  and  individuals  who  have  dedicated  their  time  towards  improving 
the  quality  of  life  in  our  community  and  towards  addressing  long  standing 
tax  issues.  Special  thanks  to  those  responsible  for  last  summers 
Shakespeare  festival  and  the  creation  of  the  Greenville  Pride.

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INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 
For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  2001 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Greenville,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
December  31 ,  2001  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based 
on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  in  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  standards  applicable  to  financial  audits 
contained  in  Government  Auditing  Standards,  issued  by  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States.  Those  standards  required  that  we  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatements.  An  audit  includes 
examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing 
the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement 
presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our 
opinion.  The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
and,  accordingly,  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial  statements.

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AUDIT  MANAGEMENT  REPORT 
Year  Ending  December  31,  2001 

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Greenville,  New 
Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31 ,  2001 ,  and  have 
issued  our  report  thereon  dated  April  1 7,  2002.  As  part  of  our  audit,  we 
made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as 
required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these 
standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluations  is  to  establish  a  basis  for 
reliance  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  in  determining  the 
nature,  timing,  and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary 
for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Greenville,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible 
for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In 
fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  them  are  required 
to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures. 
The  objectives  of  such  a  system  are  to  provide  reasonable  but  not  absolute 
assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use 
or  disposition,  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  required 
authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial 
statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting 
control,  errors  or  irregularities  may  still  occur  without  being  detected.  Also, 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the 
risks  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in 
conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedure  may 
deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  was  not  designed  for  the  purpose  of  expressing 
an  opinion  on  the  internal  accounting  control  and  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system.  However,  as  a  result  of  our  study 
and  evaluation,  and  in  an  effort  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  Town,  we  are 
submitting  for  your  consideration  comments  and  recommendations 
intended  to  improve  operations  and  internal  accounting  control. 

After  you  have  had  an  opportunity  to  consider  our  comments  and 
recommendations,  we  would  be  pleased  to  discuss  them  with  you.

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PRIOR  YEAR  ISSUE 

1.  Centralized  Records  for  Abatements  Issued 

Again  in  fiscal  year  2001 ,  the  Sewer  Department's  actual  revenues 
fell  short  of  budget  projections  by  approximately  $45,000,  and 
expenditures  exceeded  the  budget  by  $23,000.  This  caused  the 
sewer  fund  balance  to  go  into  a  deficit  position  of  $12,000  at 
December  31 ,  2001 . 

Also,  in  2001 ,  water  revenues  fell  short  of  budget  estimates  by 
$22,000,  and  expenditures  exceeded  appropriations  by  $19,000. 

We  recommend  the  Town  continue  to  monitor  sewer  and  water 
revenues  and  expenditures  compared  to  budget  projections.  This 
will  help  assure  the  continued  fiscal  stability  of  sewer  and  water 
operations. 

2.  Request  Bank  Statements  at  Month  End 

The  Library  cash  account  bank  statements  are  received  monthly,  but 
not  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  month.  This  complicates  the  bank 
reconciliation  process  which  occurs  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

We  recommend  Library  banking  institutions  be  requested  to  provide 
monthly  bank  statements  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  month.  This  will 
improve  efficiency  in  the  reconciliation  process. 

3.  Prepare  for  GASB  34  Implementation 

Effective  June  30,  2004,  the  Town  will  be  required  to  implement  the 
Government  Accounting  Standards  Board  Statement  Number  34 
(GASB  34).  This  accounting  pronouncement  has  a  sweeping  effect 
on  the  presentation  and  format  of  the  year-end  audited  financial 
statements. 

Major  changes  include: 

Requiring  a  narrative  "Management  Discussion  and  Analysis" 
(MD&A)  section,  which  describes  a  minimum  of  seven  specific 
financial  areas  to  help  the  reader  understand  the  key  financial 
conditions  and  highlights  of  the  financial  statements. 

Requiring  "dual  perspective"  financial  statements,  which  include 
"entity-wide"  consolidated  reports  in  addition  to  the  "fund  basis" 
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financial  reports  which  currently  exist. 

Reclassification  and  renaming  of  certain  fund  types. 

Recoding  of  certain  revenue  chart  of  accounts  numbers. 

Reporting  of  all  budget  amendments  and  transfers  in  the 
financial  statements. 

Reporting  of  "infrastructure"  fixed  assets  (e.g.,  roads,  bridges,  etc.) 
Effective  June  30,  2008. 

Revisions  of  required  footnote  disclosures  and  supplementary 
Information. 

In  addition,  the  most  immediate  issue  that  requires  the  planning  of 
the  Town  involves  the  reporting  of  general  fixed  assets  (such  as 
buildings,  land,  equipment,  vehicles  and  furnishings). 

Compliance  with  GASB  34  will  require  the  Town  to  commit 
additional  resources,  particularly  related  to  the  maintenance  of  fixed 
asset  records.  Also,  once  implemented,  whether  fully  or  partially, 
the  annual  audit  fee  will  also  be  increased. 

We  recommend  the  Town  begin  planning  and  funding  for  the 
compilation  of  these  records  immediately.  This  will  help  assure  that 
the  Town  is  able  to  implement  the  requirements  of  GASB  34  within 
the  required  timetable. 

CURRENT  YEAR  ISSUES 

4.  Improve  Documentation  of  Collector  Receipts 

The  Tax  Collector  currently  maintains  records  to  document  and 
support  daily  receipt  cash-out  proofs,  however,  does  not  document 
whether  receipts  were  in  the  form  of  currency  or  check  on  the 
Town's  portion  of  the  tax  stubs. 

We  recommend  the  Collector  begin  to  document  receipt  type  on  the 
duplicate  tax  stubs.  This  will  improve  the  overall  documentation  to 
support  daily  receipts  and  turnovers. 

5.   Monitor  Due  From/To  Accounts 
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The  Town  occasionally  records  transactions  that  effect  multiple 
funds  (i.e.,  transfers  between  general  fund  and  capital  reserve, 
etc.).  In  order  to  maintain  accountability  over  these  transactions, 
the  Town  used  "due  from/to"  accounts.  We  noted  that  the  balances 
in  these  accounts  were  out  of  balance  at  December  31 ,  2001 , 
however,  were  corrected  through  the  audit  process. 

We  recommend  the  Town  maintain  a  spreadsheet  to  track  all  inter- 
fund  activity  throughout  the  year.  This  will  help  assure  funds  are 
reported  accurately  and  should  simplify  the  year-end  closing 
process.

2002  ANNUAL  REPORT 

As  you  are  all  aware,  the  financial  challenge  facing  Greenville  is 
formidable.  We  did  end  the  year  in  the  black  which  is  wonderful;  however, 
maintaining  that  status  will  be  our  big  problem.  How  high  can  our  taxes 
go?  Can  we  keep  on  paying  the  increases?  Will  our  revenues  cover  our 
obligations?  A  crystal  ball  would  sure  come  in  handy.  But  it  wouldn't  solve 
the  problem  and  that  is  what  we  need;  a  solution.  Wish  I  had  one.  I  think  it 
is  very  likely  that  we  will  have  to  borrow  sooner  on  our  TAN  this  year.  If  so, 
that  means  that  we  will  pay  more  interest  on  what  we  do  borrow.  One 
bright  note  is  that  the  interest  rate  won't  be  as  high  this  year  because  of  the 
lower  prime  rate.  I  wish  us  all  good  luck  over  the  coming  year. 

Another  problem  I  would  like  to  address  does  have  a  solution.  Since  I 
have  been  treasurer,  I  have  been  really  shocked  at  the  amount  of  'bounced 
checks'  that  come  through  in  this  small  town.  Having  always  kept  a  very 
close  eye  on  my  own  checkbook  it  really  mystifies  me.  It  is  simple 
math. . ..you  can't  withdraw  more  that  you  deposit.  I  do  realize  that 
mistakes  happen,  but  when  that  does  happen  the  bank  is  usually  pretty 
prompt  in  notifying  you  of  a  discrepancy  in  your  account.  I  think  I  have  only 
had  one  instance  when  someone  actually  came  into  the  Tax  Collectors 
office  and  paid  the  bad  check  before  I  had  to  call  or  send  them  a  notice. 
My  policy  has  been  to  try  to  call  the  person  and  settle  it  quickly.  Most  of 
the  time  that  is  effective.  When  I  can't  reach  the  person  by  phone,  I  have 
to  send  them  a  certified  letter  advising  them  of  a  time  limit  to  pay  up.  At 
this  point  there  is  a  $30.00  service  fee  over  and  above  the  amount  of  the 
bad  check.  So  really,  it  would  pay  to  settle  a  bad  check  as  soon  as  you 
become  aware  of  it.  At  that  point  the  only  charge  is  the  $1 0.00  fee  that  the 
bank  charges  the  town.  Besides  all  that,  bad  checks  are  illegal.  And  if  a 
motor  vehicle  registration  has  been  paid  with  a  bad  check,  that  vehicle  is 
not  legally  registered.  I  hope  this  information  will  be  helpful  in  the  future. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  invite  anyone  who  might  be  interested  to  check  out 
the  new  look  of  the  towns'  books.  All  the  town  accounts  are  now  posted  on 
my  computer.  We  are  totally  up  to  date  and  it  is  really  great.  And  I  keep  a 
back-up  disk  updated  at  all  times.  So  if  you  are  interested  just  give  me  a 
call  at  878-2699  and  make  an  appointment  to  check  it  out.

Thank  you  Stacy  for  a  job 
well  done  and  for  your  loyalty  and  support  to, this  office  and  to  the  Town  of 
Greenville. 

Cynthia  Lussier  was  hired  and  started  work  on  March  1 9,  2002.  Cindy 
comes  to  us  with  experience  in  Motor  Vehicle  registrations.  She  trained  to 
become  an  on-line  agent  in  April  and  has  done  a  terrific  job  adjusting  to  our 
office. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Motor  Vehicles  is  working  on  MAPP,  a  new 
system  that  will  incorporate  town  and  state  motor  vehicle  registration  fees 
using  the  safe  software  application.  It  is  due  to  roll  out  in  January  2004. 
Again  it  will  be  a  learning  curve  for  our  office.  This  will  allow  payment  by 
credit  card  and  will  update  the  State  1992  DOS  system.  Because  we  are 
on-line  agents  we  will  be  one  of  the  first  agents  to  use  MAPP. 

The  State  also  is  monitoring  reform  movements  at  the  Federal  level 
concerning  Elections  and  Registrations.  A  bill  in  the  US  Senate  includes 
money  to  the  States  for  improving  the  ability  of  citizens  to  vote.  The  State 
is  required  to  come  up  with  a  plan  in  order  to  acquire  these  funds.  The 
State  is  looking  for  better  handicap  accessibility  and  also  a  statewide  voter 
centralized  checklist.  Just  a  reminder  that  citizens  of  Greenville  can 
register  to  vote  during  our  regular  business  hours.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 
2002  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  wildiand  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you, 
contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
mandatory  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to 
be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up 
to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1 ,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning 
(RSA  125-N).  Contact  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Enviromental

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PLANNING  BOARD 
2002  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  2002  the  Planning  Board  had  two  members  retire  from  service,  and  gained  one 
new  member.  A  new  chairman  was  also  elected  in  June  when  the  chairman  relocated 
out  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  Board  held  public  hearings  on  an  application  for  a  68  lot  residential  subdivision  by 
Little  Mackenzie  Development  Corp.  The  initial  application  was  rejected  by  the  Board 
on  May  23  as  incomplete.  Little  Mackenzie  Development  Corp  resubmitted  their 
application  on  September  26.  The  Board  worked  with  the  applicant  to  obtain  a 
completed  application,  and  the  application  was  accepted  by  the  Board  on  December 
19. 

In  June,  the  Board  held  a  special  meeting  to  introduce  the  UNH  Cooperative  Extension 
Services'  Community  Profile  program  to  the  Town.  The  Board  successfully  recruited 
volunteers  to  take  over  working  with  UNH  CES  and  organizing  a  Profile  event  for 
Greenville.  The  organizing  committee  became  Greenville  PRIDE  and  conducted  a  well- 
attended  Community  Profile  weekend  in  October. 

Also  in  June,  the  Board  approved  revised  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  which 
give  the  Town  more  structure  to  manage  high  impact  developments. 

The  Board  held  a  second  public  hearing  in  January  for  several  amendments  to  the 
Zoning  Regulations  and  Ordinances  which  were  approved  at  Town  elections  in  March. 
The  Board  continued  to  work  on  updating  the  Zoning  Ordinances  during  2002,  and  held 
the  first  public  hearing  in  December  for  amendments  to  be  presented  to  the  voters  at 
Town  elections  in  March,  2003. 

The  Board  also  met  with  several  residents,  realtors,  and  other  individuals  for  informal 
discussion  concerning  the  town's  ordinances  and  regulations. 

The  Board  encourages  the  public  to  attend  all  Planning  Board  working  sessions  on  the 
first  Thursday  of  each  month,  and  business  meetings  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursday  of  each  month.    All  meetings  are  held  in  the  Town  Hall  (former  Greenville 
Courtroom)  at  7:00  p.m.  The  agenda  is  posted  in  the  Selectman's  Office  and  the  Post 
Office.  The  Board  currently  has  vacancies  and  urges  any  interested  citizen  to  contact 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  a  Planning  Board  member  for  more  information.

As  Director  of  Emergency  Management  for  the  Town  of  Greenville,  I 
have  met  with  acting  Police  Chief  Larry  Duval,  Fire  Chief  Larry  Legere, 
Road  Agent  Michael  Ypya  and  representations  of  Souhegan  Valley 
Ambulance  seven  times  during  the  year.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  the 
use  of  the  Fire  Station,  and  we  now  have  a  desk  and  file  for  our  use  in 
the  Meeting  Room  of  the  Town  Hall. 

Much  of  our  time  has  been  spent  upgrading  the  Greenville  Emergency 
Management  Plan.  Helen  Burke  and  Maracel  Bernier  were  named 
Deputy  Directors.  Helen  has  upgraded  much  of  the  material  and 
computerized  it  for  easy  retrieval. 

Joanne  Beaudoin,  Senior  Field  Representative  of  the  Technological 
Hazards  Division  of  the  NH  Office  of  Emergency  Management,  met  with 
us  several  times,  sharing  advise,  information  about  workshops  and 
available  courses,  as  well  as  sources  of  needed  equipment,  and 
sources  of  funding.  Much  of  the  available  funding  is  in  the  form  of 
matching  funds.  Our  budget  of  $200  does  not  go  very  far.  In 
cooperation  with  the  Fire  and  Highway  Department  we  did  purchase 
sandbags,  stored  at  their  stations. 

At  our  next  meeting.  Bob  Scheifele,  Director  of  Emergency  Services  of 
the  Nashua  and  Souhegan  Valley  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross, 
will  meet  with  us  to  discuss  future  plans  and  needs,  and  assist  with 
updating  the  Greenville  Emergency  Plan.  The  plan  is  very  extensive 
and  a  copy  will  be  available  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  if  you  are 
interested.

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Chamberlin  Free  Public  Library 
2002  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

This  year  witnessed  a  continuation  of  improvements  at  CiiamberJin  Free 
Public  Library.  These  improvements  have  contributed  to  an  increase  in 
patron  usage  of  more  than  twenty  percent. 

Chamberlin  Free  Public  Library  has  served  7,462  patrons  this  year  and  has 
circulated  9,452  books,  periodicals  and  videos.  We  have  added  774  new 
titles  to  our  collection  in  2002.  To  better  serve  the  educational  needs  of  the 
community,  particular  emphasis  was  given  to  development  of  the  children's 
and  young  adult's  sections  and  to  adult  reference  materials.  Additionally, 
we  processed  nearly  550  Interiibrary  Loan  requests,  providing  patrons  with 
materials  not  physically  in  our  collection.  We  now  offer  access  to  five 
major  online  electronic  databases  to  all  patrons,  offering  a  wealth  of 
information  not  previously  available. 

A  new  circulation  desk  was  installed  as  well  as  some  much-needed  new 
shelving  units  in  both  the  adult  and  children's  sections.    This  has  led  to 
better  space  utilization  while  at  the  same  time  eliminating  some  long- 
standing safety  concerns.  A  new  wall  mount  for  a  large  screen  television 
was  installed  that  allows  patrons  to  utilize  the  resources  provided  by  the 
cable  television  system  and  VCR/DVD.  An  additional  computer/study 
carrel  has  been  installed  to  keep  pace  with  the  greatly  increased  demand 
for  Internet  access  at  the  library.  Finally,  an  electronic  card  catalog  station 
has  been  added  to  aid  patrons  in  locating  library  materials. 

Technologically,  we  have  come  far  this  year.  The  most  readily  apparent 
improvement  has  been  in  our  computer  network.  We  have  moved  from 
outdated  low-speed  equipment  to  much  faster  broadband  connectivity  that 
has  increased  our  Internet  access  speeds  by  a  factor  of  twenty  and  has 
eliminated  the  cost  of  a  dedicated,  slower  speed  frame-relay  connection. 
Two  outdated  computers  have  been  replaced  with  newer  systems  capable 
of  meeting  the  demands  of  multimedia  and  high-speed  Internet  usage.  We 
have  also  moved  to  fully  networked  printers  that  have  increased  patron 
convenience  and  have  significantly  reduced  our  printing  costs. 

We  look  fon/vard  to  further  improvements  in  patron  services.  We  are 
planning  to  expand  our  educational  programming  series  in  the  coming  year 
and  to  introduce  computer  literacy  instruction.

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Greenville  Project 
Town  Hall  Restoration 

For  many  years  the  Greenville  Town  Hall  was  the  center  for  nnany  town 
functions.  Due  to  its  failure  to  meet  current  building  codes,  and  ADA 
requirements,  it  has  been  closed  to  such  festivities  for  several  years. 

The  Greenville  Project,  formed  last  February  in  conjunction  with  the 
Greenville  Shakespeare  Festival  (arts  in  our  community)  consists  of  a 
group  of  community  volunteers  whose  ultimate  goal  is  the  restoration  of 
our  Town  Hall.  The  hope  is  that  it  will  once  again  be  a  gathering  place 
for  our  community  and  the  center  of  our  cultural  and  social  life. 

In  July,  we  merged  with  Greenville  Pride.  This  organization  worked  with 
the  UNH  Cooperative  Extension  Service  to  organize  a  broad-based 
group  of  citizens.  After  much  planning,  organizing  and  fund  raising,  our 
Community  Profile  weekend  in  October  was  a  success.  Four  action 
committees  were  formed  as  a  result  of  this  weekend  -  the  town  Hall 
Restoration  being  one  of  them. 

Two  immediate  goals  became  apparent: 

Developing  a  Mission  Statement  to  help  provide  focus  on  this  extensive 
project. 


Develop  an  assessment  survey  to  determine  the  needs  of  the 
community  members  for  public  use  of  the  Town  Hall  and  to  garner 
broad-based  community  support. 


Mission  Statement 

Our  mission  is  to  deliver  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
based  on  the  needs  of  the  community  for  the  undertaking  of  the  Town 
Hall  restoration.  By  offering  a  sense  of  community,  the  Town  Hall  shall 
once  again  become  the  Hub  of  Greenville.

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MILFORD  AREA  COMMUNICATION  CENTER 
2002  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  the  wake  of  the  devastating  events  that  occurred  in  New  York, 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  Pennsylvania  on  September  11,  2001  dispatchers 
at  MACC  Base  were  inundated  with  a  new  variation  in  calls  from  the  public. 
For  the  first  time,  citizens  in  the  Souhegan  Valley  were  alarmed  by,  and 
reacted  to  the  potential  threat  of  terrorism.  Public  alarm  translates  directly 
into  calls  for  help  to  the  emergency  communications  center,  and 
emergency  dispatchers  were  the  first  point  of  contact  for  people  with  the 
nationwide  security  network. 

The  Center  remains  active  throughout  the  year,  maintaining  a  vigil  over  all 
the  area  emergency  response  agencies  and  their  personnel  for  the  six 
towns  of  Amherst,  Greenville,  Lyndeborough,  Milford,  Mont  Vernon  and 
Wilton.  The  Center  personnel  steadfastly  remained  available  at  all  times  as 
the  public's  direct  link  to  all  emergency  sen/ices  and  information.  These 
services  include  emergency  radio  and  telephone  communications  for 
ambulance,  fire,  police,  public  works  and  emergency  management 
agencies  within  all  six  towns. 

Operating  the  Center  is  a  daunting  challenge  in  itself,  but  maintaining  a  full 
staff  has  been  difficult  since  the  Center  was  first  created  almost  two 
decades  ago.  This  past  year  has  been  no  exception.  Having  to  fully  staff 
the  Center  24/7  with  trained  and  qualified  dispatchers,  coupled  with  a 
relatively  low  pay  scale  and  a  six-month  to  one-year  learning  curve  has 
traditionally  taken  a  toll.  This  year,  the  Center's  Board  of  Governors 
recognized  these  conditions  and  arranged  for  a  mid-year  major 
supplemental  increase  in  pay  to  help  attract  and  keep  good  personnel. 
This  has  moved  the  Center's  salary  base  into  a  competitive  range. 

The  constant  in-service  training  of  personnel  is  a  daunting  task.  The 
demands  placed  upon  a  dispatcher  at  the  Center  increase  greatly  each 
year,  and  keeping  all  dispatchers  trained  and  proficient  in  their  broad  and 
varied  duties  is  costly  and  time  consuming.  As  the  calendar  year  came  to 
a  close,  the  Center's  three  new  staff  members,  hired  in  late  fall  and  who 
trained  very  quickly,  were  about  to  be  added  to  the  full  time  schedule.  This 
makes  the  Center's  full  time  staff  complete. 

Antenna  and  transmitter  upgrades  have  been  made  to  a  number  of  the 
Center's  constellation  of  sites.  In  addition,  some  of  the  area  fire 
departments  have  upgraded  their  equipment  to  access  the  Center's  cross- 
band  ultra-high  band  repeater  system.  This  has  resulted  in  a  great 
increase  in  efficiency  in  transmitting  and  receiving  the  area  fire  unit's  radio 
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frequencies.  These  enhancements  to  the  centralized  dispatch  system 
insures  that  all  emergency  agencies  in  all  six  towns  will  have  uninterrupted 
and  seamless  emergency  communications  dispatching.

care  services  for  Greenville  residents.
